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The Fourth Annual Meeting 


OF THEVADVIS ORYs GOUNICIL 
OF THE RENAISSANCE SOCIETY OF AMERICA 


The fourth annual meeting of the Advisory Council was held on Jan- 
uary 25, 1958, in the Columbia University Men’s Faculty Club. It 
was called to order by President Paul O. Kristeller at 11 a.m. All offi- 
cers were present except Dr. Curt F. Biihler, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, who was attending the Council meeting of the Ameri- 
can Council of Learned Societies at Bloomington, Indiana. All repre- 
sentatives of disciplines were present except the following: Professor

Professor Knowles explained that the publication fund had been built 
up largely from the many small gifts sent with dues. There had also 
been several gifts of one or two hundred dollars and we hoped soon 
to have enough to start a Revolving Fund for book publication. He 
also explained that Board members paid for their dinners at dinner 
meetings, but that the Society paid the cost of the room both for 
Board meetings and for the annual meetings. That was the reason for 
the difference between receipts and expenditures in the items marked 
‘dinners’. He also reported that we had now sold fifty copies of the 
Cosenza microfilm. The report was formally accepted by the Council. 

The Executive Secretary, Professor Bennett, reported that while she 
was still concerned about the possible effect of the increase in dues on 
the membership, she was happy to report that well over half of the 
individual members and all but a few of the libraries had already paid 
dues for 1958. She pointed out that the Treasurer’s report of $10,000 
in the bank suggested greater prosperity than we possessed. Neither 
the Medici Fund ($2507) nor the Capital Fund ($2386) were avail- 
able for current expenses, and the Board was determined not to use 
any part of the Publication Fund ($1377) if that could be avoided. 
What was available for running expenses was the total of the General 
Account ($352) plus the $875 left in the News account—not more 
than enough to pay the printer for RN x, 4 and pay the expenses of 
the annual meeting. 

Thanks to many benefactions and several benefactors we are sol- 
vent, and if we can keep current expenses within our current means 
and build up a capital fund of significant size, we can keep our inde- 


pendence of action. 
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In the past year, as in every year so far, the thorniest problem has been 
to find working personnel. Dr. Reynolds asked to be relieved and we 
were very fortunate to find that Professor Helen E. Sandison was 
willing to undertake the work of the Chairman of the Committee on 
Membership and Regional Groups. She is a very well-known scholar 
in the field of English Renaissance literature and we are most fortu- 
nate to have her help. Dr. Biihler also asked to be replaced as of this 
meeting, but no one has been found to undertake the Chairmanship 
of the Finance Committee, although the Nominating Committee, _ 
Professor George Parks, Chairman, tried hard and wrote many letters — 
in an effort to find someone. A fund raising job seemed to require 
someone not only willing to give, but with generous and able friends, 
and while he was admirably qualified Dr. Biihler felt that he had 
canvassed his list often enough. 

The Board should be enlarged by the addition of at least two mem- 
bers, so that when one of the regular members went on leave there 
would be someone familiar with the work to take his place. We have 
also a problem of making the national organization more useful to 
the regional and local groups, and suggestions were invited. 

The Secretary, as Editor of Renaissance News, reported that the News 
had printed 252 pages in 1957 as compared to 248 in 1956. It had pub- 
lished three more articles, nine more reviews and about $100 worth 
of advertising more than in 1956. The Directory is being printed this 
year, in the hope that it will be useful to regional groups and to the 
members generally. The Editor would like to print more news, es- 
pecially of regional and local groups, and of research projects, exhib- 
its, and special courses and programs in Renaissance studies. She in- 
vited members to send her such news items. It is not the policy of the 
News to print items of ‘personal’ interest. It was suggested that not- 
ices of visiting scholars would be useful for those who wished to ar- 
range lectures. The difficulty of learning of such visits far enough in 
advance was mentioned and the whole problem was discussed. Pro- 
fessor Bennett agreed to see what could be done about the problem. 

Professor Birkmeyer suggested that research projects should be re- 
ported in the News, but the MLA experience with that problem was 
cited. It was pointed out that we ought not to duplicate Professor S. 
H. Thomson’s list, and it was agreed that our best course would be to 
pass on to him any information we could gather. 
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Professor Shaaber reported that Studies v was now in the hands of the 
printer and would be issued in April. Material for Studies v1 was al- 
ready beginning to come in, and if we could find the money we might 
be able to issue Studies more frequently. He spoke of some misunder- 
standing about our editorial policy, emphasizing that we did not ‘dis- 
criminate against studies in English literature’. If they were outstand- 
ing contributions to learning we welcomed them. But it was the 
original intention of the Editorial Board to furnish a medium for 
articles which did not fit readily into other publications. 

As Chairman of the Committee on New Projects, Professor Ran- 
dall reported that the Society had had Professor Kristeller’s Iter Itali- 
cum (see Projects) examined by an ad hoc committee, which had warmly 
recommended it for the Society’s endorsement. Professor Kristeller 
had been provided with an official statement to this effect to use in 
seeking subsidies for its publication. The Columbia University Press 
has since agreed to co-publish it, and is attempting to raise the neces- 
sary funds. Professor Randall had also been exploring the possibilities 
for use of the Publications Fund when it reached a figure of $2000- 
2500. The Liberal Arts Press had expressed its interest. If we had $2000 
they would be willing to invest in a publishing venture, provided a 
suitable manuscript were available. 

Mrs. Gordan reported that the Medici project was moving for- 
ward. Professors Rubinstein and Ricci were exploring archives and 
making inventories of all existing copies of Lorenzo’s letters, as a nec- 
essary preliminary to their editorial work. Professor Rubinstein had 
examined the letters in the Selfridge collection at the Harvard School 
of Business and some in the Pierpont Morgan Library, in June. Later 
he had visited Vienna and Munich as well as Florence. 

Professor Kristeller reported that arrangements had been made with 
the press of the Catholic University of America to publish the first 
volume of the Catalogus Translationum et Commentariorum. It would 
contain at least four long articles and several shorter ones. The Francis 
Bacon Foundation had contributed $500 toward the cost of this vol- 
ume. It was hoped that publication of this volume would encourage 
other scholars to complete their articles, and that it might also draw 
new scholars into the field. 

Mr. W. G. Constable, Chairman of the Committee on International 
Cooperation, reported that on April 1, 1957, the International Feder- 
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ation of Renaissance Societies and Institutes was set up with Professor 
Mario Salmi as acting President and Professor Kristeller as acting Sec- 
retary. On June 19, at the meeting of the Assembly of the Interna- 
tional Committee of Historical Sciences (c1sH) the Federation was ad- 
mitted to membership. Mr. Constable paid tribute to the work of 
Professor Kristeller, his predecessor on the Committee, and explained 
the purpose of the Federation, to make possible closer contact among 
organizations interested in Renaissance studies, and to create a body 
eligible for membership in cisu, and so to open the way for UNESCO 
subsidies for projects of international interest. The charter members 
of the Federation are the Istituto Nazionale di Studi sul Rinascimento, 
with headquarters in Florence; the Centro Internazionale di Studi 
Umanistici, with headquarters in Rome; the Instituto Caro y Cuervo 
at Bogotd; L’ Association Humanisme et Renaissance of Geneva; and 
L’ Association Internationale des Historiens de la Renaissance with 
headquarters in Paris. Professors Salmi and Kristeller were elected 
first President and Secretary of the Federation. The first project under 
consideration was the activation of the Commission on Iconography 
which was begun by the now defunct International Historical Society 
and the Institut de Cooperation Intellectuelle of the League of Nations. 

Professor Sandison reported that she had begun work in September 
as Chairman of the Committee on Membership and Regional Con- 
ferences. Invitations to join had been sent to a list selected from the 
latest edition of the Directory of American Scholars, from the latest Bul- 
letin of Progress in Medieval and Renaissance Studies, and other sources. 
She reported 129 new members and 25 resignations for a total gain of 
104. She asked for suggestions of other lists which might supply names 
of people interested in some phase of the Renaissance, and especially 
requested that the names of members of local groups and regional 
conferences be sent to the Society’s office. 

After lunch the report of the Finance Committee was read by the 
Secretary in Dr. Biihler’s absence. He reported that a personal letter 
soliciting capital funds for the Society had been sent to fifty-nine per- 
sons, foundations, and institutions, and that twenty had responded 
with checks and another eleven with regrets. However, he had raised 
$2,149 for the Capital Fund and $804 for the Publications Fund, and 
in addition Mrs. Phyllis Gordan had given us thirty-five shares of 
Union Electric Company common stock. Since we already had 
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$381.50 in the Capital Fund, as a result of many small gifts sent with 
dues, our Capital Fund now amounted to very nearly $3,500. 

Professor Bennett also read a telegram from Dr. Biihler announc- 
ing that the Society was now a member of the acts. 

A motion of thanks for Dr. Biihler’s efforts was proposed and unan- 
imously adopted. The question of offering a life membership was 
next discussed. The Executive Board had proposed a Sustaining Life 
Membership at $250. Some of the Council felt that this figure was too 
high and others feared that a period of inflation would make it too 
low. It was decided not to specify the amount in the by-laws but to 
leave it to the Executive Board to fix the sum after further study. 

It was decided to attempt to use the Publications Fund as a Revolv- 
ing Fund as soon as it reached $2,000-$2,500. Professor Randall sug- 
gested that if we also had a good manuscript in hand we might arrange 
with a commercial press to bear part of the expense and distribute the 
volume for us. Professor Harbison favored such a joint undertaking 
because commercial publishers were more efficient than learned soci- 
eties as distributors. 

Professor Reese, Chairman of the Committee on Constitution and 
By-Laws, proposed several minor changes to incorporate procedures 
which had been found necessary, or to eliminate those found unnec- 
essary in practice. The changes were passed without discussion. The 
problem was raised whether to reprint the Constitution, as amended, 
this year. It was decided to leave that until next year. 

Professor Parks as Chairman of the Nominating Committee pro- 
posed the following slate: 

Professor J. W. Bennett for Executive Secretary, 1958-61. 

Professor Edwin B. Knowles for Treasurer, 1958-61. 

Mr. W. G. Constable for Chairman of the Committee on Interna- 
tional Cooperation, 1958-6r. 

Professor Helen E. Sandison for Chairman of the Committee on 
Membership and Regional Conferences to complete Dr. Rey- 
nolds’ term, 1958-59. 

Dr. Biihler had asked to be relieved of the Chairmanship of the Fi- 
nance Committee, but no one could be found to replace him and he 
had agreed to do what he could until a successor could be found. There 
were no nominations from the floor and the slate was elected unani- 


mously. 
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A Nominating Committee for next year was nominated. W.A. 
Jackson and Millard Meiss were nominated from the floor and George 
Parks was nominated by the Board. Professor Wiley was nominated 
from the floor but withdrew and the slate was elected. 

Since the Council was now entitled to six new representatives of 
disciplines there was some discussion of which disciplines most needed 
representation. Economic and Legal History was suggested, but the 
historians present agreed that the two could not be combined. Legal 
and Constitutional History was a more normal combination. There 
was some objection to the splintering of disciplines, as against assign- 
ing more representation to the disciplines already represented. A rep- 
resentation of the History of Medicine in addition to that of the His- 
tory of Science was suggested, as was also a combination of Byzantine 
with Greek studies. The problem was referred to the Board for deter- 
mination. 

There was discussion ofa change in the date of the annual meeting, 
but no agreement was reached. Professor Randall suggested that no 
date could be found which would not have a majority against it. Pro- 
fessor Birkmeyer suggested that the Society might send a delegate to 
the regional meetings. It was agreed that such an arrangement would 
be very good if the necessary finances could be found. 

Professor Zimansky suggested that the date of the next annual 
meeting be fixed early enough so that conferences meeting in the spring 
could select delegates who would be coming to New York on other 
business at that time. The Secretary promised to see that this was done. 

Professor Wiley announced that the International Federation of 
Comparative Literature would hold its second congress in Chapel 
Hill September 8-12 and that the list of foreign scholars attending 
was already available. [See News and Notes.] 

The question of Honorary Fellows was discussed but the opinion 
was expressed that the Society might well remain as it was. 

In asking for a motion to adjourn President Kristeller extended to 
the members of the Council, on behalf of Mrs. Gordan, an invitation 
to tea and cocktails at the Grolier Club. The hosts and hostesses were 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald Hyde, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Houghton, and 
Mr. and Mrs. John D. Gordan. 

Professor Green moved a vote of thanks to the Board, and it was 
passed by acclamation. Adjournment was moved and passed.
